"THb ensuing session of the local legis- 
»-lature %vill necessarily bo the last oi tlio 
present parliament, and we opine Mr. 
Walkeji will scarcely liavc tUo hardi- 
hood to let it pass without introducing 
ftljilVfii' provide for the more' equitable 
. representation of . the districts of both 
island and mainland. Wo are fully 
aware that it is a duty ho is very much 
inclined to shrirk, but public opinion 
is so pronounced upon the ijubject now, 
that we think he will consider it to be 
safer to go with the current than to re-

Kin? Lear. 

Tho great praise and high favor which 
Mr. Sheridan won during his former en- 
gagement in this city as Richelieu and 
Louis'XI wore < more than sustained last 
jiigKt hy hisimiblime'conccption of one of 
tho most difBcilt' and grandest of Shakes- 
peare's immortal creations. His render- 
ing of the line, " Hlow, winds, and crack 
your cheeks! rage! blow I" was of itself a 
revelation, and a masterpicco of histrionic 
declamation. Perhaps tho idea might 
have been entertained by aomo students 
of Shakespeare that there, was a little too 
much energy thrown into Lear at times ; 
but a careful perusal of tho drama cannot 
fail to convince tho roader that Mr. Sheri- 
dan's delineation of the character is not 
ono whit overstrained^ Tlio grand old 
man, " every inch a kipg," oven when be- 
reft of reason, is portrayed with such 
realistic force as to convince all that the 
part is rightly appreciated and correctly 
dra-wn. To say that Mr. Sheridan car- 
ried his large audiunco with hiia all 
through tho performaiico would give but 
a very slight idea of tho cnthusiaain which 
over and over again permeated tlie whole 
house. The curae on his daughter Gou- 
cril was a sublime pieco of acting, and on 
tho fall of the curtain Lear was called to 
the footlights and heartily applauded. 
Never in this city since Mr. and Mrs 
Charles Keau visited it, and perhaps wo 
may not except Mr. Kean even, has such 
a delineator of tho Bard of Avon appear- 
ed before tho footlights. But tho grand 
success of last night was not all duo to 
tho masterly acting of Mr. Shoridan. His 
support is, without doubt, tho ablest that 
was ever presented to a Victoria audience. 
At tho close of tho second act tho house 
again insisted on his coining before tho 
drop scene. His curse on Regan aa well 
a? Goneril was a luagnificotit apcciinon of 
invective and elicited a thrill of admiration 
in every mind. And so on with succeed- 
ing scenes, grand always; sublime often. 
Mr. Doyle's personation of Edmund was a 
very good ono. Mr. CoUon as Edgar de- 
serves great pniiso. Mr. Thompson's 
Earl of Kent is a well sustained though 
diilicult and important part. Uo acted 
tho loyal and devoted servant to the old 
King with great consistency and pathos 
throughout, ne.xt to Lear hohaa tho heaviest 
role, to carry out. The part of tho fool was 
well taken by Mr. Siinms, and hia admir- 
able witticisms sorvi^ to enliven the 
dark tragedy w ith which tho whole drama 
is permeated. Oswald (Mr. Eborlo) was 
pnificieiit in tlio character of tho meddlo- 
aome und cowardly steward, whilo Messrs. 
Matthews and Morgan sustained the parts 
of the two dukes with considerable spirit. 
Mr. Fancour as Duko tif, Gloucester was 
exceptionally good. Subordinate rolen 
woro also well taken. " Last though not 
least " wo have tho lady actor.-j. Tho two 
cruel and unnatural daughters wore per- 
sonated by Mias Ilulbrook as Goneril and 
Miss Pierce as RoKan in a manner that loft 
litilo to bo wished for. These ptirts are not 
taking ones. They do not lay hold of 
the sympathies of an nndienco, yet 
these two ladies, with good look^, good 
voices and good oiuincialion made the 
best of tho parts assigned thorn. IMias 
Davenport's Cordelia was highly ai>pre- 
ciated;and this quiet, uniprotpnding but 
lovable female character is' certainly in 
good hands, and last nis^ht's acting of thu 
part fully deniou.stratos that this young 
lady is capable of fra- higher flights of de- 
clamation and passion. In tlie closing 
tableau of tho last scene she looked tho 
beautiful corpse of loving Cordelia to per. 
foction; while the old^King's afTcction for 
her, coming as it did all to lato, was piti- 
ful to behold. Taking this magnificont 
play all in all, wo may state without fear 
of contradiction that nothing at all equal 
to it has yet been presented in this city. 
Thero is but little doubt that Mr. Sheri- 
dan's King Lear is the best on tho Am- 
erican stage or perhaps in the whole raiigu 
of theatrical acting at the present day. 
This engagement is such a treat that pro- 
bably another like it will not bo placed 
within the reach of Victorians for per- 
haps years to como, and therefore it will 
bo a pity that every admirer of tho great- 
est poet of any age should not, even 
though at some sacrifice, see and hear Mr. 
Sheridan's intorprotatioii of those master- 
pieces. Tliis evening ALicbeth will bo 
presented, and with tho really able and 
numerous support it should, and no doubt 
will, be equal to the grand old tragedy 
that was so successfully given last night.

SoNORA,' Dec. 17. — William Bergel 
who has for years kept a drinking' 
house at the cro.ssing of Sullivan's 
creek on tho mountain road about two 
miles from this place, was murdered 
last night. Tiio body was found in the 
rear of tho house on Edge creek, his 
arms pinioned behind his back, a rope 
drawn around his throat, sheet thrown 
over his head, knife wound upon the 
right side of his neck, wound in the 
left ear, presumably made by a pistol 
bullet, and his face battered out of 
shape. Robbery was the probable mo- 
tive, as no money was found in tho 
house and the victim was known to 
have had some cash. No clue has yet 
been obtained of the perpetrators.
